Replace lines 20-21 with - a shift register and a selection element , particularly a 
decoder, coupled to the shift register, part i cu l ar l y a d e cod e r, which is formed in such a 
manner that in each case one bus driver is activated in -. 

In Claim 53: 

Replace lines 20-21 with - a shift register and a selection element , particularly a 
decoder, coupled to the shift register, part i cu l ar l y a d e cod e r, which is formed in such a 
manner that in each case one bus driver is activated in -. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 46 
and 54-64 directed to Group I, Species II and Group II non-elected without traverse. 
Accordingly, claims 46 and 54-64 have been cancelled. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The combination as claimed wherein an electrical test circuit comprising a 
control device comprising a control loop circuit which is provided for adapting the 
deviation of the test signal, the control loop circuit being configured in such a manner 
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that a deviation-corrected test signal is generated in that the difference values between 
the deviations of the test signal and of the reference signal is added together and in that 
the test signal is corrected by addition with the aggregate difference value (claim 33) or 
the control device comprises an amplitude correction circuit for matching the amplitude 
of the reference signal to the amplitude of the test signal, the amplitude correction circuit 
including an absolute value generator being configured to receive an amplitude- 
corrected test signal and output an absolute value of the deviation-corrected test signal; 
an adder being configured to receive the output of the absolute value generator and 
output an RMS value of the deviation corrected test signal; a multiplier receiving the 
RMS value from the memory and the reference signal such that the reference signal is 
corrected with the RMS value of the deviation-corrected test signal (claim 39) or the 
squares of the amounts of the difference values between the deviation-corrected test 
signal and the amplitude- and phase-corrected reference signal are added together by 
the measuring device or the minimum and maximum values of the difference values 
between the deviation-corrected test signal and the amplitude- and phase-corrected 
reference signal are stored by the measuring device (claim 43) or the phase 
displacement circuit comprising a first output connected to the bus drivers, which is 
intended for sending out the phase displaced reference signal to the electrical test 
circuit and a second output for sending out a control signal (claims 49-51 , 53) is not 
disclosed, suggested, or made obvious by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later

Hirasaka (US 6,127,869) discloses a NLTS correction circuit (500, Fig. 5) comprising a 
D-type flip flop (509), shift register (504), decoder (507), and selector (502). Hirasaka 
discloses the correction circuit (500) outputting data signals to be recorded on a disk 
(103) to be tested, through recording amplifier (101) and recording head (102) (Fig. 5). 
However, Hirasaka does not disclose the correction circuit (500) comprising at least a 
second output signal for sending out a control signal. 

Kuegler (EP 550 187) discloses a calibration circuit (10) comprising a summing circuit 
(29) for comparing a reference signal with the output stream from the converter and 
computes compensation values (Abstract). Kuegler discloses retrieving a compensation 
value and adding the compensation value to an output signal (Fig. 2). However, Kuegler 
does not disclose adding the difference values between the deviations of the output 
stream and of the reference signal to obtain the aggregate difference value and the 
output stream/signal is corrected by addition with the aggregate difference value.
